the prohibitory law, testified to by 


men of every clas a deficiency of a 


few thousand dollars seems of com- 
paratively little importance. 

As a matter of fact the loss of the 
$600,000 a year in revenue to West 
Virginia as a result of the adoption of 
the constitutional prohibition amend- 
ment does not impose upon the individ- 
ual taxpayer any burden worth con- 
sidering. In a letter written by the 
state auditor, which has recently been 


made public, he shows that five cents 
additional state taxes on the hundred 
dollar valuation will take care of the 
money loss on liquor licenses. This 
would cost a2 man whose property was 
assessed at $1,000, fifty cents; if he 
has $2,000 worth, he would have to pay 
one dollar, and if he had $10,000, he 
would be obliged to expend five dol- 
lars. So much for the enormous load 
of taxation being thrust upon the 
property owners of the state because 
of prohibition! The payment of such 


insignificant amounts would certainly 


appeal to a level-headed business man 
as a mighty good investment.

Iwo of the most important matters 
| before the City Council Monday even- 
ing were the report of the committee 
| on public buildings which has been in- 
| vestigating the system of ventilation 
| for school buildings as recommended 
| by the Schoo] Committee and the re- 
pert of the special committee appoint- 
ed to co-operate with Board of Trade 
and Mayor in the matter of the pro- 
posed increase of fares and curtailing 
of transfer privileges on the street

The special committee on the street 
railway matter, reported in the form 
of a resolution, which was to the et- 
fect that the proposed changes woula 


-| result to the disadvantage of the citi- 


zens of Quincy, and closed by request- 
ing the Mayor to arrange to be heard 
in protest before the Public Service 
Commissions at the hearings to be 
held. 

This report started quite a lively de- 
bate, which was in many Ways a repe- 
tition of the debate which took place 
at the meeting of the Board of Trade 
last week. 

Councilman Yule, chairman of the 
special committee, in explaining the 
report said that the committee had 
asked the street railway tor certain 
intormation and had received no re- 


ply. 

Councilman Smith of the committee 
said that the committee had endeav- 
ored to co-operate with the Board ot 
Trade and had held two meetings with 
the committee of that board, both of 
which had been very unsatisfactory. 
He believed that the railway officials, 
should show some reason why the 
iares should be increased but it had 
not done so.

have been massacred by the Turks, 
while the whole Armenian constituen- 
cy of the school has been deported or 
slain. 

While at Harput he descended the 
rapids of the upper Euphrates canyon 
upon a raft of skins, travelling in this 
way for 200 miles along a portion of 
the river whose turbulence had pre- 
» except at one time 
60 years earlier, when the German 
general, Von Moltke, made the same 
trip. In connection with his studies 
of the geography of the region Mr. 
Huntington visited parts of Turkey 
where no European had previously 
penetrated, especially in the districts 
occupied by the Kurds, who are the

Turks’ chief agents in the massacre 
of Armenians. 

In later ye Mr. Huntington has 
made three expeditions to Asia, one 
lasting seven months and each of the 
others a year and a half. The brief- 


er expedition was made on behalf of 
Yale University and was directed to

together with Asia Minor. The year 
of this visit happened to be a time 
of drought, and accordingly the Arabs

has had much to do with the change 
which has come over the civilization 
of many parts of the Old World. 

More recently in connection with 
the Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton he has carried his studies to our 
own country and to the ancient civil- 

zations of Mexico and Central Am- 
erica. Here too, the evidence that 


something was different in the past 
is overwhelming.

There was but one matter that was 
debated at length Monday night at the 
regular meeting of the City Council. 


That was the order on an ordinance 


creating the office of Inspector of 
Wires and defining laws relative to 
electric wiring in houses and in the 
street. The order came up on its sec- 
ond reading and after the rules had 
been suspended Councilman McGrath 
spoke at length in opposition.

Councilman Smith said that under 
the charter the appointing power was 
with the Mayor. The only way that 
the office could be made a civil service 
one was by an act of the legislature. 
It is absolutely necessary that we 
should have an inspector of wires. 

Councilman Griffin believed that 
whoever was appointed should be one 


qualified for the office. He also be- 
lieved that the appointee should be 
licensed according to state laws. It 


was very essential that the inspector 
should be a man who knew his busi- 


ness.

amounting to $220,000 were offered at 
the special meeting of the City Council 
Monday evening.

GRANITE WORKERS’ BILL |

In order 
to keep the teacher out of a rut, Dr. 
Claxton advises the promotion of a 
teacher for several years with the 
same class of children. Some « 
Ject on the score that children get 
tired of the same teacher. Dr. Clax- 
ton comes back with the reply that 
a teacher with so little personality 
that the children tire of her in nine 
short months should never be upon 
the teaching staff. 


-"In a.survey. of the individual chil- 


dren we find how little the teacher 
knows about the children. A teacher 
cannot be efficient who does not know 
every boy under her care. It is a 
tremendous task to get thoroughly 
acquainted with 385 children. To 
teach them effectively she must know 
their nationality, their environment, 
their home activity. 


“The teacher must know the condi- 


tions entering into the life of the boy 
and girl. She must know what he 
does night and morning. Itis a 
tragic fact that there are coming up 
so many boys and girls whose fathers 
and mothers do all the work, saying 
they do not have time to let the boy 
and girl try it. 


“The home should supplement the 


school. Are you doing your part or 
are you satisfied to let the boy go 
along as he chooses? The burden of 
proof is not all on the school. Ifa 
survey shows that the schov! is not 
giving its full value it is time to crit- 
icise. If it is revealed that the home 
fails to do its part it is time to change 
your methods.

“The war will be over by spring and 
Austria will be victorious” is the be- 
lief generally expressed in Fiume, 
Austria, according to a letter from 
Mrs. Ajiice Hultman Eckert to her 
mother Mrs. Lydia Hultman of this 
city. “The city has resumed its nor- 
mal appearance, although there is a 
pronounced military activity in a quiet 
way,” continued the letter. 

The regulations governing the light- 
ing of the city at night, are still in ef- 
fect. “Street lights are not lighted af- 
ter an early hour and the shutters 
must be closed on all houses which 
are illuminated to guard against a 
pocsible air raid.”

Fiume is 
the naval city of Austria. Her hus- 
band, Louis Eckert, formerly of the 
Electric Boat Co., and now govern- 
ment superintendent of construction 
of submarines, is established there 
permanently.

Several weeks ago a large 
group photo of Mr. and Mrs. Eckert 
and the children was received. All 
appeared to be happy and contented.
